"I can°t take too much [meaning creative liberties^) , " said Stone, 
"because the material is very important and sacred to the public." 
He then added solemnly: "John Kennedy was the godfather of my 
generation. .. .Like Hamlet, we have to try and look back and# correct 
the inaccuracies . " 
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
